Deserted Decompression Chamber 
Curiosity of Engineering Building

In a little-used room in the En- 
gineering Building, deserted, broken 
in several places, its existence un- 
known to the large majority of the 
campus, lies an Instrument ot war 
a decompression chamber. 

During the war years, day in and 
day out, members of the Ferry 
Command would be enclosed in 
this long metal object, shaped like 
a* cylinder, which looks somewhat 
like a boiler turned on its side, 
with innumerable pipes and valves 
growing out of its sides. 

Now the only use of this ven- 
erable machine is to serve as a 
place In which boisterous Engineers 
lock one another. 

The decompression chamber, 
which is about eight feet long, is 
divided by a partition about one 
third the way through, the smaller 
section seating about four men, and 
the larger about ten. It is comfort-

ably furnished, with cushioned 
scats lined along the wall, and a 
long narrow carpet covering the 
floor. There is also a lamp inside 
which may have worked when 
taken over by the Ferry Command, 
but at present its operations have 
ceased. 

The machine and its surround- 
ings arc quite colorful. Narrow tur- 
quoise and rust-colored pipes lead 
off from the cold metallic silver top 
of the chamber, and on the shelf 
jutting out from its outside wall is 
an art ay of empty and almost 
empty bottles of various hues, con- 
taining or formerly containing any- 
thing from mouth wash to sul- 
phuric acid. 

No one teems la know what will 
be done with the machine, but for 
tho present it will continue to be 
an object of curiosity to all who 
sec it. 



Music Room Opens Doors 
To McGill Music Lovers

Today the Carnegie Music Room 
in the Conservatorlum is open for 
the use of students and staff of ail 
faculties. Here those who arc fond 
of music can listen to good record- 
ings of all types. As in the past, 
students who are interested in su- 
pervising the Room for periods of 
a half hour or more, which duty 
entails the responsibility of the 
equipment in general, and the rec- 
ord playing In particular, are asked 
to give their names in at the Con- 
scrvatorium. 

Originally opened in 1939, the 
Music Room was rebuilt in part 
this year, and was also redecorated 
and repainted. "In the past, stu- 
dents have made very good use of 
it." said Mr. dc Tupper, Vice-Chair- 
man of the School of Music. 

All equipment in the room, in- 
cluding the phonograph and over 
1.000 records, was donated by the 
Carnegie Foundation. The record- 
ings range from 12th' and 13th cen- 
tury dances, old Gregorian music, 
and instrumental, choral and sym- 
phonic music up to the most mod- 
ern compositions. Complete scores 
are on hand, by which students may 
follow the music as they play It. 
Also helpful is the up to date index 
of recordings. 



On the shelves arc many books 
forming a comprehensive study of 
the , different types of music, the 
lives of composers and their works, 
the history of music, including 
music of different ages and differ- 
ent countries, and many other ref- 
erence books. 

The collection of recordings in- 
clude five complete operas: Verdi's 
Aide, Mozart's Don Giovanni, Wag- 
ner's Tristan and Isolde. Purccll's 
Dido and Aeneas, and Gounod's 
Faust. The scores to these operas 
arc also available. 

The room itself has an easy, com- 
fortable, pleasant atmosphère, con- 
ductive to the enjoyment of music. 
Good lighting is provided by lamps, 
wall brackets, ceiling lights, and a 
large bay window, which contains 
a grand piano. The walls am tinted 
green; covering the floor is a wine 
broadloom rug. The furniture is 
modernistic and is very tastefully 
arranged. 

There arc a few interesting prints 
and sketches on the walls. Including 
one large, delicately executed paint- 
ing which concentrates on an ar- 
rangement of four pair of long, very 
flexible hands, four music scores, 
and the first violin, second violin, 
viola i and cello, which compose a 
string quartet.

Springfield Plan 
Founder Speaks 

He Outlines Causes 
Of Racial Prejudice 
Intolerance, Hatred

The weapons of all demagogues 
and the primary factors which fa- 
cilitate their use were tersely 
analysed last night at Hlllcl House 
by Professor Clyde Miller of Colum- 
bia University, "father of the 
'Springfield Plan'", and resolved 
into a clearer and simpler pattern 
that is usual in such analyses. 

The "Springfield Plan" was an 
effort to eliminate all forms of 
racial and religious intolerance by 
the education of the child in the 
home and at school, and was put 
into actual operation in Springfield 
Massachusetts. Professor Miller, as 
one of its originators, knows the 
nature of prejudice and of the 
demagogue's power, and allows 'the 
psychologist to prove his points. 

"A dog," he explained, "may, 
after long training, be taught to 
drop a piece of meat at the word

CCF Opposition 
In Liberal House 



The Liberal Government has 
tabled the Bill on Full Employ- 
ment to be presented before Mc- 
Gill's first Mock Parliament, to be 
held on the night of Wednesday, 
December the 10th. 

At this Mock Patliamcnt there 
will be a Liberal Government and 
a CCF. Opposition, and the Pro- 
gressive Conservative and Labor 
Progressive Parly groups will also 
be included in the opposition 
benches. 

The Bill reads as follows: 

1. The Government intends to 
attain a minimum export trade of 
one and three-quarter billion do:- 
lars annually, by means of: 

(a) promotion of multilateral 
agreements and reciprocal reduc- 
tion of trade barriers, and parti- 
cipation in the International Mone- 
tary Fund; 

extension of long-term cred- 
its to devastated allied countries to 
enable them to reestablish their 
trade and industry: 

(O expansion of the Foreign 
Trade Service to stimulate imports 
as well as exports. 

2. The increase of private invest- 
ment to a high and stable level as 
far as supply conditions permit 
shall be encouraged by means of: 

(a) reduced taxation; 

(b) a fiscal policy including Uic 
floating of loans and the continu- 
ance of low interest-rates. 

3. Civilian consumption expen- 
ditures shall be limited by taxation 
and fiscal policy until such time as 
additional products reach the mar- 
ket. Incomes will be protected 
from dislocations arising out of the 
transition from war to civilian pro- 
duction by means of: 

(a) unemployment insurance; 

(b) family allowances; 

(c) floors on farm and fish prices; 

(d) veterans' rehabilitation. 

4. Public investment will follow 
two lines: The development and 
conservation of natural resources, 
and the increase of national re 
search; and the undertaking of a 
shelf of planned projects. The lat 
ter will necessitate a new défini 
tion ot financial arrangements be- 
twecn the federal and provincial 
governments. However some pro 
jects can go on when needed with' 
out waiting for the termination of 
the Dominion-Provincial Confer 
encc. These include: 

(a) civil aviation; 

(b) developments in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories. 

In accordance with the decision 
ot the Steering Committee of the 
Mock Parliament this Bill has 
been tabled one week In advance 
of the culminating event to allow 
time for the Opposition to prepare 
an amendment. 

The party, groups represented arc 
the four political clubs which were 
recently formed: The Liberal Club 
with John Chipman as president; 
the CCF. Club headed by R. 
Cranford Pratt; and the Progress- 
ivc Conservative Club and L.P.P. 
Club with Brian MacDonald and 
Bill Ornstcin as presidents respec- 
tively. The Prime Minister will be 
John Chipman and the Opposition 
will be led by John A. MacDon- 
ald and Crawford Pratt. 

The composition of the cabinet 
will soon be made known. 

Professor Rafael Tuck of the De- 
partment of Economics and Politic- 
al Science is the Speaker-select of 
the Mock Parliament which will 
be held in the Union Ballroom at 
8 p.m., Wednesday, December 10. 



'poison'. When he has been rapped 
65 to 68 times over the muzzle, 
while the word "poison" is shouted 
at him, his response becomes con- 
ditioned, and he will drop the meat 
without any verbal stimulus, if the 
tone of the command remains un- 
changed.

The McGill debating team rode 
to its second successive victory on 
home ground last night, in a con- 
test against Middlcbury College, 
Vermont. 

Upholding the affirmative side of 
the topic. "Resolved that the Capi- 
tailstic System has outlived it* 
use," Margie Schwartz and Flor- 
ence Trotter of McGill, were vic- 
torious against Carol Becker and 
Margaret Armstrong, from across 
the border. 

Margie Schwartz, the first speak- 
er on the affirmative side, pointed 
out how the ownership of money, 
and the control of the means of 
production by a few private capi- 
tallsts, has undermined the general 
standard of living, and has pro- 
produced economic instability by a 
scries of devastating depressions 
every few decades. She concluded 
by saying that capitalism has not 
tried to remedy the faults of civ- 
ilization, but is based on the mo- 
tive of profit, not service to the 
masses. 

The debale was continued by 
Carol Becker, who in upholding 
the negative side, maintained that 
it was by the capitalistic system 
that the United States was able to 
develop an amazing standard ot 
production which consequently 
made the winning of the war pos- 
sible. She admitted, however, that 
capitalism, with its system of car- 
tels and monopolies, is sick, but 
she insisted that this disease could 
be cured. To illustrate this state- 
ment, Carol Becker cited how 
Henry Wallace, in his book, "Sixty 
Million Jobs," stated that capital- 
ism could be the basic economic 
system of the country, while there 
would be even greater liberty. 

The second speaker of the affir- 
mative, Florence Trotter, refuted 
these statements by pointing out 
that capitalism has had enough 
time to be useful, but has, as yet, 
not proven this alleged use in a 
practical manner. She went on to 
discuss the fallacies of capitalism, 
showing how the "little man" has 
absolutely no chance to rise in tho 
business world, on his own initia- 
the, but is continuoually suppress- 
ed by the private owners who con- 
trol the industry of the country. 
"Capitalism," concluded Florence 
Trotter, "serves the interests of a 
few but is injurious to the interests 
ot the many." 

Margaret Armstrong, upholding 
the negative side of the question 
spent lier allotted period of time in 
refuting many of the statements 
made by her opponents. She again 
repeated that capitalism was the 
basic instrument permitting the 
U.S. to outproduce all the other 
countries of the world. 

The debate having concluded, the 
judges, Miss Constance Short, Mrs. 
Janet McPhcc, and Mrs. Zoe Ble- 
ler, handed In a two to one deci- 
sion for the affirmative side. 

A question period ensued where 
the audience participated in a fur- 
ther discussion of the question. 
Several interesting arguments were 
put forward,

To Our Youth 
(translated from the Hebrew) 

Behold you sons of the eighteenth year! Your 
entire life lies stretched out belore you. Everything 
up till now was just a preface. You have been play- 
ing upon the shores of the sea, and have been toy- 
ing with the idea that you know the sea of life. That 
was Just an illusion, one or many illusions, which 
fill the period of childhood. The battle Is just begin* 
nlng. The more deeply you delve into the sea the 
more discoveries you will make. And the sea of life, 
as all seas, is at times quiet and tranquil, and at 
times, raging and stormy. The foamy waves call you 
to the struggle. 

With a quiver of holiness I recall the eighteenth 
year of my life.

It is of no conscqutncc that only 
a select few ever became famous. The printed letter 
was not the important thing, but the spiritual Inner 
experience of each one of us. To be a poet to Identify 
oneself with the objective truth. It Is not enough to 
know truth, one must feel it, suffer it and agonize 
oneself, be permeated with it throughout one's entire 
being. 

Sons of eighteen— these arc the mass bearers 0/ 
progressive humanity; they bring forth the great 
revolutions in society; it is they who erect the bar- 
ricades against the conventional everyday. They up- 
bold the weak and tho oppressed. 

Not all those who reach the age of eighteen, are 
sons of Eighteen, however. Thero arc those who pre- 
ceed and those who lag behind. There arc alio those 
who never reach the age "elghtccen". Can you con- 
ceive such a thing— to become old without ever be- 
ing "eighteen ". Alas for him who never experiences 
this period in life! It ia his fate to be a spiritual 
cripple, who shall never know the joy of living, 
whose spiritual life will never burst tho bonds of 
every-drabness with its small, petty anxieties. He 
who has never known "eighteen" has missed some- 
thing very great in his make up. 

The problem is how to hold on to this fortress. 
How shall we reach this position and not retreat, 
grasp hold with our fingernails and never let go. 
For the most part people say "We also had high 
Ideals, but adjusted ourselves to the needs of lite, and 
were broken.

Such we are, and it is obvious to us 
all that such wc shall continue to be,— otherwise we 
have been untrue to ourselves, and have ceased to 
be.

THE DAILY MEETS 

MRS. LORNA WEVGATE 

— By Dusty Vineberg 



"The so-called Jèwish problem Is 
really a Christian problem, and if 
wc fall in it, it will be the Christian 
and democratic nations who will 
suffer." So stated Mrs. Lorna Win- 
gate In an interview with The Dally. 

Mrs. Wlngatc was a resident of 
Palestine from 1D36 to 1039 with 
her famous husband, the late Maj.- 
Gen. Orde Wingatc whose work in 
the Middle East as adviser to the 
British government on Arab affairs 
closely paralleled that of the late 
"Lawrence of Arabia." Later, ho 
became leader of the "Wlngate 
Raiders" through the jungles of 
Burma. She came to this continent 
as the representative of the Brit- 
ish Association for the Jewish Na- 
tional Home in Palestine, of which 
Sir Wyndham Deeds is chairman. 
In this capacity, she attended the 
International Christian Conference 
on Palestine held in Washington a 
few weeks ago and was elected 
Vicc-Chairman of the World Com- 
mittee. 

The first question put to her was 
why she joined the campaign for 
a Jewish homeland. In her answer, 
she pointed out that it was the part 
of every person In the world to sec 
that h member of any race be al- 
lowed to enter whatever country he 
or she thought they could best make 
a living. "Wc can't expect the Jews 
to go to waste places on this earth 
when wc ourselves do not want to 
go there. Moreover, I wouldn't be 
a Zionist if I thought the Jews 
were on a nationalistic venture. The 
Jews have contributed their blood 
like heroes to the common cause, 
and deserve our co-operation to- 
wards their goal." 




MRS. WINGATE 



Our next point was whether Pal- 
estine could support a greater pop- 
ulation. To this Mrs. Wingate re- 
called that experts suid^ln 1020 that 
10,000 Jews were all that the state 
could support, and now she firmly 
believed that the country cannot 
continue unless 100,000 more people 
are to immigrate. She added, "The 
Absorptive Copocity of Palestine is 
unknown, and therefore no definite 
formula can be calculoted. 

But I know that British and 
American experts have set the num- 
ber at two million more persons." 
Continuing that one cannot expect 
that this number be absorbed im- 
mediately, however, everybody 
must as good Christians face the 
problem and attempt a solution. As 
a note of warning, she said, "If the 



English speaking powers expect to 
keep the faith, trust and interests 
of the Jewish people which they 
now possess, n solution must be 
found. Otherwise they will appeal 
to other powers who will satisfy 
their interests. A nation has a right 
to live where it feels it can con- 
tribute most to the community of 
nations. If the Jews feel that Pal- 
estine is the place where they can 
do this, it is up to the other na- 
tions to allow them that privilege. 
Up till now, they have been doing 
all the work in cultivating the land 
in Palestine, therefore they deserve 
the country." 

Wc continued by asking what 
were the feelings if the British and 
Arabs? She answered rather quick- 
ly that she couldn't speak for the 
British. But as much as she could 
gather from her travels, the British 
arc sympathetic to n plan which 
would result in a "square deal" for 
the Jews. 

As for the Arabs, she was more 
emphatic. Here she said that the 
population was led by an Arab 
League which was not interested In 
the advancement of the country, but 
in the deportation of the Jews. "The 
whole aim of the League Is disscn- 
tlon. But when Arab and Jew work 
side by side, their relations are ex- 
cellent." Then she named another 
aim of the League: To stir up the 
Arabs to the idea that if they co- 
operated with the Jews, their lives 
would be in danger. 

Thus ended a twe hour interview 
with a very charming woman. Al- 
ways a* case, she conversed be- 
tween "sips" of Ice cold milk, and 
in her Scotch accent gave her views 
on the Palestine question. 



Good Production 
Of Ibsen Drama

"Ghosts" is a wonderful play. It 
is a wonderful play because it Is 
real, thoughtful and presents tho 
drama of human conflict in a way 
that had been forgotten since the 
day of Shakespeare. 

But quite beyond that, the play 
is most admirably presented by a 
group of people who for once seem 
to be serious about stage work . . . 
the Canadian Art Theater. Ibsen's 
drama is playing for the last time 
tonight at Victoria Hall, and any 
one who hasn't seen -It should go 
tonight. It's really worth while. 

Produced by Joy Thomson who 
also designed the singularly effec- 
tive set, the play is directed by 
Herbert Whlttaker, who docs a 
wonderful job of blending the tre- 
mendous emotions of the Alving 
family and Pastor Manders. 

There are of course those who 
say that this late Ibsen play lacks 
some of the 'theatrical* qualities 
that so distinguish his earlier 
works. There Is something in that. 
Particularly thot last great conflict 
scene is a most dangerous vehicle 
In the hands of a careless or above 
all an amateur actor. But both 
Betty Wilson who practically lives 
Mrs. Alving through the play and 
the amazingly mature Griffith 
Brewer managed to get over that 
hurdle without any trouble. Fil- 
more Sadler Is good and pompous 
as Pastor Menders and Charles 
Lewis does u fine acting Job as 
Engstrand; unfortunately his accent 
seemed a little inappropriate in the 
part he plays. Miriam Lunn is as 
llsplngly attractive as ever in the 
part of Regina. 



LITTLE SYMPHONY 



Moiart's Symphony No. 24 in B 
Flat opened last night's concert by 
the Little Symphony at the Hermi- 
tage. This work, written In 1773 
just after Mozart's second Italian 
tour, reflects the influence of tho 
Italian school, and clearly betrays 
Mozart's approaching maturity and 
mastery over the symphonic form. 
As played by the orchestra under 
the direction of Bernard Naylor, it 
lost little, if any of its original 
meaning. 

Brahm's Serenade No. 2 in A 
Major was next heard. Introduced 
to the Montreal audience by the 
Little Symphony last season, this 
work, composed for small orches- 
tras, employs no violins in its 
original form. Its performance was 
better than lost season's, with firm- 
er tones and more clear melodies. 

Once more the playing of Rich- 
ard Strauss' incidental music to 
Moliere's Le Bourgeois Gentil- 
homme received applause, its en- 
core was well merited. Congratu- 
lations to Jean BelUnd for his 
really excellent solo in the Dinner 
Music and Dance of the Kitchen 
Boys.

The house is built in a scmi-clrcle 
around the stage, in descending 
tiers of scats. The walls fanning 
away from the stage, on either side 
are a scries of fluted wings, be- 
hind which indirect lighting is con- 
cealed with a surprising sunlight 
effect. The stage curtain is char- 
treuse, the stage well Li rose 
coloured, and the walls arc while. 

Here Les Compagnons present a 
scries of six productions, three be- 
fore Christmas in November and 
December, and three in January 
and February. "Le Jeu de L'amour 
et du Hasard" by Marivcaus, an 
early eighteenth century French 
writer was the last of the pre- 
Christmas plays of the 1049-46 sea- 
son, with its last performance by 
Les Compagnons last week. 

A most amazing set was the out- 
standing characteristic in a thor- 
oughly-original and refreshing pro- 
duction. Modernistic colours and 
lines, clear blues and oranges, 
doors and windows abstractly 
shaped and framed in startling 
white, were designed by Andre 
Jasmin and Charles Daudelin. But 
into this arresting set they thrust 
a Watteau-Hke piece of tapestry, a 
Victorian marble bust, and period 
furniture and costumes, and "did 
something new," In the way of an 
interesting modern Interpretation 
of a period piece. Their methods arc 
studied, their efforts arc apprc- 
dated. 

Les Amis de l'Art furnish all in- 
formation concerning Les Com- 
pagnons. Special student perform- 
ances arc presented at matlnco pro- 
ductions during the ordinary run 
of each play.'
